BILL TO EXTEND 


ARMS EMBARGO 
LAW APPROVED 


Senate Committee Votes to 
Report Measure Continu- 
ing Present Act Until 
May 1, 1937. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 12. — The 


Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee approved unanimously today a 
modified neutrality bill extending 
the present arms embargo until 
May 1, 1937, but exempting Ameri- 


can republics if they are attacked 
by nations outside the Western 
Hemisphere. 

The compromise omits two ma- 
jor provisions of the Administra- 
tion bill, which would have per- 
mitted the President to impose 
peace-time quotas on “materials of 
war” such as oil, cotton and steel, 
and would have authorized him to 


Attached to the bill as agreed on 


direction to the President to bar 
loans, other than ordinary short- 
term commercial credits, to bellig- 
erents. 

Embargo Provision. 
The arms embargo section reads: 
“This act shall not apply to an 
American Republic or Republics 
engaged in war against a non- 
American state or states: Provided 
the American Republic is not co- 
operating with a non-American 
state or states in such war.” 
The committee substituted for the 
administration bill for a permanent 
neutrality law a measure intro- 
duced several weeks ago by Sena- 
tor Thomas (Dem.), Utah, provid- 
ing for extension of the _ present 
law. To the Thomas bill amend- 
ments were attached, including one 
clarifying a provision in the law 
which was enacted last August. 

In the present act, it is manda- 
tory on the President to impose the 
embargo against the first nations 
engaging in war, but he is given 
optional authority as to whether it 
shall apply to subsequent entries 
into the conflict. The bill ap 
proved for submission to the Sen- 
ate would apply the embargo to all 
belligerents, regardless of when 
they enter a war. 

Johnson Accepts Change. 

Settlement of the differences in 
the Foreign Relations Committee 
was expected by administration 
leaders to assure prompt passage, 
although Senator Clark (Dem.), 
Missouri h,ad indicated he would 
seek a 60-day extension of the pres- 
ent act to allow time for considera- 
tion of permanent legislation.

The ambulance was not dam- 
aged, however, the announcement 
said, and the trucks were not hit.

CHANGE OF YENUE MOTION

A motion for a change of venue

Hannigan Develops at His 
Disbarment Trial That 
Witness Repaid Amount 
Advanced. 


The State Bar Committee com- 
pleted its questioning of Attorney 
Marion J. Hannigan today, at the 
third day’s hearing of the commit- 
tee’s disbarment suit against Han- 
nigan and Otis M. Gatiant. It then 
began calling former damage suit 
clients of the law firm of Gallant 
& Hannigan as witnesses. 

William Munsey of 3509 Delmar 
boulevard, a WPA_ worker, the 
first of the former clients called, 
testified he was struck by an au- 
tomobile in April, 1933, and that 
when he was in City Hospital, Law- 
rence Jones and Robert Guttman 
called to see him. They have been 
named in previous testimony as 


non-lawyer employes of the Gal- 
lant-Hannigan law firm. 

Munsey said two men, who were 
strangers to him, were accompan- 
ied by his friend, Thomas Beck of 
1927 Olive street. He said he 
signed a contract, without reading 
it, after they promised “to keep 
me up while I was waiting.” He 
said he later went each week to the 
law office, and received $5 gt each 
visit, about $100 in all. He said 
his claim was settled for $750 and 
that he received $325, or $50 less 
than a one-half share, but that he 
understood a $50 medical fee had 
to come out of his half. 


Hannigan Cross-Examines. 


Hannigan, cross-examining the 
witness, brought out the statement 
that when the case was settled, he 
repaid the $100 advanced to him by 
the lawyers. Munsey said also that 
Cuttman’s father, Sam Guttman, 
was the only witness to the acci- 
dent; that Munsey asked the law- 
yers for money to pay his room 
rent and for food; and that Mun- 
sey’s landlady was a client of the 
law firm. 

Thomas Beck, also a WPA work- 
er, was the next witness. He told 
of the visit of Jones and Guttman 
to Munsey at the hospital, and said 
they promised to take care ‘of 
Munsey if he signed the, contract 
employing the lawyers. Beck said 
the two men promised him $10 for 
his help in getting Munsey to sign 
the contract, and that he received 
the $10 later from Gallant, 

Mrs. Gail Beck, wife of the pre- 
vious witness, testified that two 
men, whom she did not identify, 
called on Beck and offered him $10 
to accompany them on their call on 
Munsey at the hospital. 

Mrs. Geneva Aman, mentioned by 
Munsey as his landlady and a 
client of the law firm, was called 
Munsey and the Becks, who also 
mentioned the landlady in their tes- 
timony, gave the impression that 
her business relations with the law 
firm began before Munsey met with 
his accident, thus helping to ac- 
count for Munsey’s knowledge of 
the firm. Mrs. Aman said, however, 
that although her accident occurred 
before Munsey’s, she did not know 
of Gallant & Hannigan until Mun- 
sey engaged them. She had an- 
other lawyer, she said, but became 
dissatisfied with him, and engaged 
Gallant & Hannigan. 


Hannigan Questioned on Payments, 


In the questioning of Hannigan, 
Frank Hollingsworth, counsel for 
the Bar Committee, brought out the 


|fact of small payments by the law 


firm to some of its clients, plain- 


porations. He contended that the 
payments tended to _ substantiate 
the charge that the two lawyers un- 
ethically financed the litigation 
conducted by them against corpo- 
rations. Hannigan denied this. 

“They were loans,” Hannigan tes- 
tified. “We expected to get the 
money back after a settlement.” In 
reply to a question, he said that 
if no settlement were obtained, the 
repayment of the loans had been 
expectea. 

“Did you make loans to all your 
clients?” Hollingsworth asked. 
“No,” Hannigan replied “only to 
those who were destitute. The 
money was for transportation and 
living expenses, while the suits were 
pending.” He contended that such 
loans were not unethical.

REORGANIZATION PLAN 


Decides Appeal in Favor of 
Winkle Family, Holders of 
Terra Cotta Co. Bonds. 


Winkle Terra Cotta Co., 5739 Man- 
| chester avenue, which Federal 
| Judge Charles B. Davis approved 
|a& year ago, was held to be unfair 
| today by the United States Circuit 
| Court of Appeals which reversed 
| Judge Davis’ decision and remand- 
_ed the case to the District Court. 

Members of the Winkle family, 
who held the company’s bonds, 
given to them. in part payment 
when the firm was bought in 1930 
by R. F. Grady, objected to the 
plan. The principal feature of the 
plan was that the bonds and the 
mortgage which secured them 
would be canceled, and that about 
$180,000 in preferred stock would 
be issued in exchange for the 
bonds. 

The Appellate Court decision said 
that the small value of “ie prop- 
erty, and the fact that the larger 
number of bondholders approved 
the plan, might have obscured its 
unfairness when the case was 
heard in the District Court. 

When he bought the company 
Grady paid for it with $80,000 in 
cash and a bond issue of $160,000. 
Interest on the bonds had not been 
paid since Jan, 2, 1933. Grady tes- 
tified a year ago, at a hearing on 
the reorganization plan, which was 
submitted under the amended 
bankruptcy act, that the company 
had lost $143,000 in the previous 
five years. 

Mrs. Bessie LL. Brockett, owner 
of $10,600 of the bonds, and Mrs. 
Edith Haase, owner of $5300 of the 
bonds, objected to reorganization 
as proposed on the ground that it 
would destroy the mortgage and 
would tend to perpetuate the exist- 
ing management. 


COAL UP 25 CENTS A TON; 
THIRD RISE IN THREE WEEKS 


Increase Caused by Boost in Prices 
at Mine, Say Officers of 
Exchange. 

A third increase of 25 cents a 
ton in the price of coal since the 
cold spell began three weeks ago 
was put into effect today by many 
dealers. They were getting 75 
cents a ton more than before the 
period of cold weather set in. 

The Coal Exchange announced 
that the increased retail price was 
made necessary by increases in the 
cost of coal at the mines. 

Dealers have been concerned be- 
cause of diminishing supplies of 
coal, occasioned by the heavy de- 
mand, and in most instances have 
had to resort to delivering coal in 
small quantities to make the avail- 
able supply go around.

PEKIN, Ill., Feb. 12.—Attorneys 
representing William Potts, 
charged with killing Clarence Rupp 
Sunday night, told Sheriff Ralph 
Goar yesterday they had obtained 
a statement from Rupp’s wife. in 
which she admitted shooting and 
wounding her husband on Feb. 5, 
in self-defense. 

Goar said that Miss Wilma Holm- 
striter, a maid in the Rupp home, 
confirmed the statement. 

Potts, a brother of Mrs. Rupp, 
was held without bail in the county 
jail. Goar said Potts shot Rupp 
four times Sunday night, killing 
him instantly. 

Goar said the Feb. 5 shooting, 
which was first thought to have 
been due to Rupp’s activities in the 
general strike last week, was solved 
after the Northwestern University 
crime detection laboratory in- 
formed him that the first bullet 
fired at Rupp and the four taken 
from his body Sunday came from 
the same revolver. A grand jury 
investigation was started today.

and James C. Jones as general 
counsel. 

O’Mallew said he would not de- 
mand anv other changes among the 
officers and that he would not at- 
tempt to dictate who should be 
chosen to succeed the three offi- 
cers. 

The. Insurance Superintendent 
asserted the insurance company 
was a “going concern,” and that he 
would attempt to help solve _ its 
problems, A principal problem has 
been the extensive ownership and 
operation of apartment house and 
hotel properties, the assets includ- 
ing $6,823,094 in real estate and $6,- 
018,261 in first mortgage loans. Out- 
standing among the holdings have 
been a $3,400,000 first mortgage on 
the Park Plaza Hotel and owner- 
ship of equities in a dozen large 
St. Louis apartments. O’Malley re- 
peatedly has urged a scaling down 
of the real estate holdings, in the 
belief too much money was frozen 
in those assets. 

Crunden to Replace Graham. 

Walter M. Crunden, as was told 
in late editions of yesterday’s 
Post-Dispatch, already has been 
siated to become president of Cen- 
tral States, succeeding Graham, as

This 
block consists of about 25,000 of the 
80,000 shares of stock, par value of 
which is $5 a share. 

Stifel obtained it under option, but 
whether he took it for himself, for 
others or for resale could not be 
learned. Joseph B. Reynolds, pres- 
ident of the Kansas City company, 
announced at his office that his 
concern was not connected with the 
change in control of Central States. 


Other Blocks of Stock. 


Other principal blocks of stock 
were said to be as follows: Graham, 
10,000 shares; Crunden and his fam- 
ily, about 5000 shares; James C. 
Jones and his sons, Frank X. 
Jones, who has been vice-presi- 
dent and treasurer, and James C. 
Jones Jr., about 3000 shares; Har- 
vey Sims, who has been a vice- 
president, about 2500 shares. These 
blocks together amount to about 
45,500 shares. 

Five new directors were elected 
by the stockholders, meeting at 
company headquarters, 3663 Lindell 
boulevard, and eight directors were 
re-elected. The new group in con- 
trol, led by Logan, who has been 
associated with Stifel, picked sev- 
en members of the board and 
Graham and his associates chose 
six. 

Directors chosen by the new con- 
trolling group were: A. L. McCor- 
mack, president of the Charles I. 
Crane Agency Co., general insur- 
ance brokers; Luther Ely Smith, 
lawyer; and Felix E. Gunter, vice- 
chairman of the board of the First 
National Bank, new members of 
the Central States board, and Crun- 
den, Stifel, Logan and Festus J. 
Wade Jr., broker and brother-in- 
law of Crunden, re-elected. 
Directors named by Graham and 
his associates were: Massey Wil- 
son, formerly president of the de- 
funct International Life Insurance 
Co., suggested by Graham, and Jo- 
seph H. Grand, lawyer, suggested 
by the senior Jones, new members 
of the board, and Graham, Frank 
X. Jones, Sims and R. A. Boyle, a 
real estate dealer, re-elected.

dockets are clogged with careless) 
driving charges that are continued | 
from time to time to enable law-| 
yers to collect property damages. 
Many damage suits, in effect, 
are being tried and settled through 
Police Court action. A large num- 
ber of the charges are made for 
the sole purpose of forcing pay- 
ment of civil damages. Enough 
damage claims are settled through 
the Police Courts to justify two 


companies, handling automobile 
insurance, in keeping lawyers in 
the courts every day. The Public 


Service Co. also retains an attor- 
ney who devotes at least half his 
time to handling its cases in the 
Police Courts. 

Various lawyers, who devote the 
major portion of their time to the 
Police Courts, have obtained as 
many as 10 continuances of care- 
less driving charges waiting for 
payment of damages. Then when 
the money had been paid, the court 
was informed, “there is no prosecu- 
tion.” The Assistant City Coun- 
selors often attempt to make cases 
after damages have been paid, but 
prosecuting witnesses whose claims 
have been satisfied seldom give 
damaging testimony. 

Judge Dickmann’s Policy. 

Judge Joseph F. Dickmann. 
hearing Police Court appeals in 
the Court of Criminal Correction, 
often has made the payment of 
damages the basis for final dis- 
position of careless driving charges. 
He has paroled numerous persons 
after being informed that damages, 
resulting from the accident, have 
been paid. 

This policy of Judge Dickmann 
has resulted in requests for a large 
number of continuances in his 
court. The city has found it  in- 
creasingly difficult. to get its wit- 
nesses into the Court of Criminal 
Correction. Defendants are in- 
formed by their attorneys that if 
the damages are settled, the case 
cannot be forced to trial. This ad- 
vice has proved to be correct. 

Members of the City Counselor's 
office have frequently protested 
against the use of the Police Courts 
a? collecting agencies for civil dam- 
ages in automobile collisions and 
have refused to try cases that were 
obviously damage suits. On occa- 
sions lawyers have acted as special 
prosecutors in efforts to force set- 
tlements without recourse to civil 
actions. 

City Also Collects via Courts. 
The city also uses the courts to 
collect various damages to munici- 
pal property and certain licenses 
and fees. The most outstanding 
example of this is the charge of de- 
struction of property, which is 
usually linked with a careless driv- 
ing charge. 

These charges are placed against 
persons whose- automobiles have 
struck and @amaged a lamp post, 
stop _sign, Avater plug, patrol box, 
tree, electric signal or a city or 
police automobile. The city con- 
tinues these cases to allow time 
for the payment of damages.

Tugwell on Planning.

man contended this was not sup- 
ported by facts and was an inade- 
quate showing of money value: he 
thought the contention could not 
be true unless the petitioner owned 
city property having assessed val- 
eu of approximately $1,500,000. The 
plaintiff's property holdings were 
not described in the petition. 
City Counselor’s Argument. 

The only Federal Constitutional 
questions that could properly be 
raised under the petition, Wayman 
argued, were those going to the 
right or authority of certain of- 
ficers of the United States to es- 
tablish a mémorial park on the riv- 
er front, and those involving the 
due process clause. 

He contended it was not proper 
to seek to enjoin city officials from 
acts which otherwise they had au- 
thority to perform simply for the 
reason that some officers or agents 
of the Federal Government might 
not have authority to carry out 
what it was proposed that they 
should do in connection with the 
project. 

As to the state enabling act, un- 
der authority of which the city bond 
issue election was held, Wayman 
argued its validity had already been 
sustained in the Vrooman case by 
the Missouri Supreme Court, and 
that the decision was binding on 
the Federal Court. Robertson, 
speaking later, disputed this view, 
Saying that in the Vrooman case 
the State Supreme Court had held 
the city could lawfully issue $7,- 
500,000 bonds as its participation in 
a $30,000,000 project. He contended 
that decision did not apply to the 
present set of facts. 

In the petition Robertson assert- 
ed that the State enabling act and 
|the bond proposition approved by 
| the voters did not authorize a city 
| contribution of substantially less 
than $7,500,000 toward a project 
costing substantially less than $30,- 


000,000, the estimated cost stated 
in the ordinance Calling the election. 
$30,000,000 Not on Ballot. 

The authority to issue bonds was 
in no way limited by the $30,000,000 
estimate, Wayman argued, citing 
the fact that the proposition on the 
ballot at the special élection was 
for the issuance of $7,500,000 in 
bonds ,“for the purpose of provid- 
ing funds to pay, by way of as- 
sistance to the United States or its 
qualified authority, in considera- 
tion of and in order to induce the 
location and establishment within 
the city of St. Louis of an improved 
national park or piaza, intended 
and designed to be a monument and 
memorial. to cOmmemorate the 
Louisiana purchase, the Lewis and 
Clark expedition, the acquisition of 
California,and Texas, and other 
related movements and great events 
in our national history to which 


the vision and foresight pf Thomas, 


Jefferson and the hardihood and 
| courage of the pioneers of his time 
made such valuable contribution.” 

Nowhere on the ballot was any 
mention of da $30,000,000 project. 
Wayman pointed out. 

The campaign literature of the 
proponents of the memorial de- 
scribed it as a $30,000,000 project 
for which a Federal contribution 
of $22,500,000 was expected. 

Wayman argued there was really 
no Federal question involved, since 
the Federal courts had held that 
where the state and city statutes 
had been complied with there had 
been due process and no violation 
of the fourteenth amendment, 

Answering a statement in the pe- 
tition that Federal officials had re- 
fused to allocate $30,000,000 for the 
project ($22,500,000 of Federal 


| 


funds) Wayman said he would ad- 
mit they had refused and were 
justified in their refusal, but he 
added they have now definitely lo- 
cated the park and allocated for it 
$9,000,000 ($6,750,000 Federal and 
$2,250,000 city funds), and the pe 
titioner did not allege the remain- 
der would not be forthcoming. 
Calls Enabling Act Invalid. 

Opposing dismissal of the* suit, 
Robertson argued that the city orm 
dinance calling the special election 
on the bond issue was invalid on 
the grounds that the State Enab- 
ling Act authorizing the city to 
hold the. election and vote bonds 
was not in effect at the time of ~ 
passage of the ordinance. He con- 
tended the enabling act did not 
take effect until Aug. 27, 1936, near~ 
ly two months after passage of the 
ordinance, despite the fact that it 
contained an emergency clause 
purporting to give it effect imme- 
diately on its enactment the pre 
ceding April. The emergency 
Clause was not valid, he contended, 
and this point was not passed on 
by the State Supreme Court in the 
Vrooman case. 

“Are you claiming that at the 
time the ordinance was enacted the 
enabling act was not in effect?” 
Judge Davis inquired. Robertson 
replied that he was. 

“Does the city get its authority 
from the enabling act?” the Judge 
continued. “Yes, solely,” Robert- 
son answered. 

Robertson challenged the ordt- 
nance on another ground—that it — 
recited a proposal had been made 
by the United States Government 
to establish a national park in St. 
Louis, when, in fact, no such pro- 
posal had been made and none 
was made until months later when 
on Dec. 21 President Roosevelt is 
sued his executive order allocating 
$9,000,000 (including $2,250,000 city 
funds) for the project. 

“Public Purposes” an Issue. 

The city ordinances violated the 
State constitution, Robertson as- 
serted, in proposing to pay public 
funds over to a “foreign sovereign~- 
ty’—the United.States Government — 
—and for that purpose to levy taxes 
which would not be for public or 
corporate purposes of the city or 
state, as the state constitution re- 
quires that all taxes shall be. In 
this aspect also, he argued, the 
tax would be in violation of the due 
process clause of the Federal Con- 
stitution. 

In support of his contention that 
the money would not be spent for 
public purposes of the city, he cited 
provisions of the Act of Congress of 
Aug. 21, 1935, unde- which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s executive order 
was issued, authorizing the Secre- 
tary «i the Interior to acquire his- 
toric sites and to make leases or 
grant concessions on such sites to 
private parties who would be per- 
mitted to charge admission. 

He contended also that under a 
proper interpretation of the Fed- 
eral- Co. stitution, the Government 
could condemn private property 
only in pursuance of specific au- 
thorization by Congress, and that a 
blanket powcr to condemn, attempt- 
ed to be conferred on th~ Secretary 
o. the Interior by a section of the 
National Industrial Recovery Act, 
was in fact unconstitutional, and 
that it was this supposed, but in- 
valid, power that was being relied 
on to acquire the river front prop- 
erty. 

If the court overrules the motion 
to dismiss, the application for an in- 
junction will then be heard on its 
merits.

Confederate Planter’s Son. 


Born at Buffalo, W. Va., on Aug. 
11, 1851, he was one of six chil-| 
dren of a Southern planter who} 
lost his fortune in the Civil War, | 
in which he engaged on the side of | 
the Confederacy. William was edu- 
cated in the academy at Buffalo, 
and at the age of 16 began teach- 
ing school. When he decided to 
become a lawyer he entered an at- 
torney’s office, read law, and at 21 
was admited to the bar. | 

Later he practiced law in Cleve- 
land and Chicago, and in 1884 he 
went to Colorado, opening real es- 
tate offices first in Denver and 
then in Pueblo. There he became 
a leader in civic affairs, and was 
one of the chief promoters of the 
Mineral Palace, designing for it 
the statue, “King Coal,” cut from 
a block of coal weighing 11,000 
pounds. 


At the turn of the century he re- 
signed as a member of the Demo- 
cratic National Commitee and 
went to Arkansas to engage in the 
real estate business. He organized 
at Monte Ne, in the northwestern 
part of the State, a company which 
constructed a hotel and summer re- 
sort. 

The company built a four-mile 
railroad to the resort from Lowell, 
and placed its station across a 
small lake from the hotel. Gondo- 
liers in colorful costume met each 
train and _ (transported visitors 
across the water to the hotel. The 
resort failed to prosper, and in 1927 
was sold at foreclosure under a 
$12,000 mortgage. 


His Unfinished Pyramid. 


After nearly 25 years of virtual 
obscurity, Mr. Harvey returned to 
the front pages in 1922 when he 
conceived his idea of constructing 
at Monte Ne, the pyramid in which 
were to be preserved records of the 
dying civilization. The pyramid 
was to be 40 feet square at the 
base, and to rise 130 feet above the 
hilltop on which it was situated.

PITTMAN ROARS AGAIN. 
Senator Key Pittman of Nevada apparently learned 
nothing from the storm of protests aroused in this 
country in December by his truculent anti-Japanese 
speech at Las Vegas, Nev. He has aggravated his 
offense against good taste and international amity 
by another provocative address on the same subject. 
This time, he spoke on the floor of the United States 
Senate, instead of before a small audience in a re 
mote town. Additional weight is added to his words 
by the unfortunate fact that he is chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee. 

Mr. Pittman professes to believe that Japan, dom- 
inated by the military group, intends to close the 
door of China to American trade, “even if war is nec- 
essary to accomplish it.” . Does he not realize that 
the military clique thrives and increases its power 
by virtue of the very sort of propaganda with which 
he has provided it? By attacking Japan, he fur- 
nishes an excuse for the Japanese militarists to urge 
arms expansion. As a matter of fact, Americans 
have been assured by Dr. Toyohiko Kagawa that 90 
per cent of Japanese intellectuals, the labor group 
en masse and most of the other citizens favor friend- 
ly relations with the United States. 

A plea for a bigger navy and air force to protect 
American trade with China is at the bottom of Mr. 
Pittman’s utterances. There is no evidence that Con- 
gress is in danger of being “bulldozed into abandon- 
ment of our national defense.” Quite the contrary, in 
fact. Official Japanese assurance that there is no 
intention of closing the door of commerce in China 
came quickly after Pittman’s address. It might be 
as well not to cross that remote bridge until we come 
to it. 

Senator Pittman has twice offended grievously in 
thus intemperately assailing a people with whom this 
country is on friendly terms. Secretary Hull has 


1 wisely disavowed the latest address, but its effect 


will not ‘be lost on the sensitive Japanese. The Jap- 
anese Foreign Office may say, “Let him roar,” as 
the Tokio Asahi reports, but his words cannot fail 
to leave a wound and plant ill feeling. It would be 
better for all concerned if Pittman, if roar he must, 
did his roaring in private life and not in an im- 
portant official position. 
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JUST AS IN “OF THEE I SING.” 


President Roosevelt has come to the aid of the tax- 
payer with a veto of the bill by which Congress had 
proposed to pay an American trading concern $900,- 
000 for losses it suffered on the sale of goods to 
White Russians in Siberia in 1919. 

Legislative irresponsibility reached a new high in 
the action of Congress on this bill. First it went 
through both branches on greased skids. Then the 
House upheld the President’s veto by a vote of 332 
to 4. The performance reminds one of the absurdi- 
ties of government in the musical play, “Of Thee I 
Sing.” 

As we pointed out in a recent editorial on this 
subject, and as President Roosevelt states in his 
strong veto message, the claim sought to be allowed 
by this bill had no legal basis whatever. Nor had it 
any moral basis. The trader took his risks in a busi- 
ness venture and lost. He lost, as he explained, be- 
cause the rubles he received for his goods were per- 
force left in Russia and became valueless when the 
Bolsheviks triumphed. No responsibility rested on 
the United States Government for the action of the 
Soviet Government in devaluing the ruble. Payment 
of the claim would have opened the way to a multi- 
tude of others based on revaluation of currencies. 

Approval of the claim by Congress was explain- 
able on no other theory than that set out by our 
Washington bureau in bringing the matter to light, 
namely, that Congress by means of “omnibus” Dills 
had gone in for extensive and unconscionable log- 
rolling in respect to private claims. It is to be hoped 
that the vote by which the House sustained the veto 
marks the beginning of a salutary change. 

In St. Louis, the satisfaction to be derived from 
the President’s veto is heightened by thé fact that a 
St. Louis Congressman, Mr. Cochran, led the fight 
against the measure, and, when he lost in Congress, 
carried his case to the Treasury with the request that 
all the facts be laid before the President. - 
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It was a shock to learn the other day that Wil- 
liam Randolph Hearst’s immense San Simeon ranch 
is only half as large as the little State of Rhode Is- 
land. From the publicity, one might suppose it was 
as big as a’couple of hemispheres. 
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MORE ABOUT THE FARM BILL. 


We commented yesterday on the unseemly haste 
with which Congress is acting on the administration’s 
farm bill and on the serious doubts which exist as to 
its constitutionality. If the view of such good con- 
stitutional lawyers as Senator Borah is valid, pas- 
sage of the bill would lead to another AAA fiasco. 

Aside from the constitutional] question, however, 
the bill is so questionable in its terms as to give rise 
to the gravest objections. As the Washington Post 
points out, “One of the most damaging admissions 
is that the bill contains no limit whatever upon the 
spending powers of the Secretary of Agriculture.” 
He is given the right to make “payments or grants 
or (give) other aid to agricultural producers in 
amounts determined by the Secretary to be fair and 
reasonable.” | 

What does this mean? It means that Mr. Wal- 
lace could spend $5000 or five billion dollars, or 
whatever he pleased to spend. There would be no 
check upon him. The bill makes it impossible for 
the Comptroller-General, who passes upon most gov- 
ernmental expenditures, to pass upon the ones con- 
templated under the bill. Mr. Wallace could pay farm- 
ers for planting soy beans or clover instead of corn 
or wheat and, as Senator McNary said, “He could pay 
$1 an acre, $10 an acre or $1000 an acre.” We have 
high regard for Mr. Wallace, but we would not give 
him or any other individual carte blanche to draw 
upon the Treasury of the United States. 

Senator Smith, chairman of the Senate Committee 
On Agriculture, who opposed the bill in its first 
draft and has given a halting approval of it in its 
present form, says specific grant limitations cannot 
be put into the bill because the Government doesn’t 
know the value of the lands to be taken out of crop 
reduction. Any bill which cannot be framed in a 
Manner to limit the discretion of a public official 
Should be regarded with the gravest misgivings. 

The same Senator Smith said the bill would ben- 
efit only farmers who are not conserving their soil, 
which is very much on the order of paying farmers 
for not growing corn and raising hogs. The bill, then, 
would penalize those farmers who make intelligent 


use of their land, rotating crops and enriching the | 


; 


soil with leguminous crops. What would such a 


farmer do? Senator Smith has the answer: 
If he is’as shrewd as most Yankees I know, 
the minute the bill becomes a law he will quit 
planting alfalfa and see if he cannot get some 


benefit. 
So that a bill based on the broad principle of soil 


conservation in the interest of the food supply of the 
nation would operate, initially at least, to encourage 
farmers NOT to conserve the soil. 
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WHAT ABOUT IT, MR. BUFORD? 

Quail hunters in Missouri should demand a full re- 
port from the State Game and Fish Department as to 
its policy of conserving game under such weather 
conditions as we have had in the past few weeks. 
When the ground is covered with deep snow and ice, 
the birds’ food supply is cut off, except for such in- 
substantial articles of diet as buckbrush berries. Old 
and hardy birds have a fair chance of survival, but 
the young ones are practically helpless. They die 
from hunger and cold or from the attacks of foxes, 
cats and other predatory animals. : 

A dispatch from Jefferson City says that 40 tons of 
feed has been distributed through employes of the 
department, sportsmen and others, to feed quail and 
other birds. Whatever comfort may be derived from 
thig fact is dulled by the knowledge that, in many 
parts of Missouri, the action is too late to save thou- 
sands of birds and also because the system of distri- 
bution is not effectively set up. In addition, 40 tons 
of feed is a small amount, considering the great ex- 
panse of territory to be covered. 

There is no good reason why Mr. Buford, instead of 
waiting until a condition of emergency is upon us, 
should not perfect an organization that would func- 
tion automatically when the birds were endangered. 
In each area is a salaried game warden with a staff 
of deputies who should have either a store of grain 
to draw upon whenever conditicns warrant, or the 
right to purchase grain at local mills. It could be dis- 
tributed through the county in small sacks by mail 
carriers or by interested sportsmen, and there are 
few farmers who would not make proper. use of it. 
It is true an organization along these lines is now 
operating, but it was not set in motion until much 
damage had been done. 

Mr. Buford has followed the policy of buying quail 
and turning them loose in the State. What is the good 
of buying birds and then letting them freeze and 
starve? If Missouri had a sound conservation policy, 
it would not be necessary to buy quail. Bobwhites are 
native to the State and they are prolific. Despite 
the drouth conditions in 1934, which probably more 


| than decimated the,quail population, the birds made 


a marvelous comeback last year, illustrating how easy 
it would be to have a plentiful supply at all times 
if a little care were used. 

Now, this is a matter between Missouri sportsmen 
and the State Game and Fish Department, one de- 
partment of government which is more than self- 
supporting. Approximately 230,000 licenses are sold 
annually, producing hundreds of thousands in reve- 
nue. If this money were wisely used for the pur- 
pose for which it is collected, namely, game conser- 
vation, Missouri would be a paradise for hunters and 
fishermen. In the belief of many sportsmen, it is not 
being wisely used for conservation; indeed, in recent 
years, only a comparatively small amount of the 
money has been placed in effective conservation work. 

Missouri sportsmen should call for a new deal. 
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TREES FOR MEMORY. 

Through the bitterness of winter, with the ground 
icebound, a garden has been growing, as growth is 
measured by planning, in memory of Abraham Lin- 
coln. In Springfield, Ill., the city he chose for his 
home and where his body rests, a memorial is to. be 
created, not in chiseled and graven stone, but in 
sward and shrub and bloom and every living thing. 

On the shore of Lake Springfield, 40 acres have 
been set aside by the city for the Abraham Lincoln 
Memorial Garden. The Garden Club of Illinois is 
sponsoring it. The National Council of State Gar- 
den Clubs has indorsed it. Jens Jensen, noted land- 
scape architect, has been selected to draw the plans. 
He has entered upon his work with the conviction 
that the garden, to be true to the name of Abraham 
Lincoln, true to itself and frue to his native land, 
must sing the song of America. There will be car- 
pets of the flowers that greeted the pioneers when 
they came and flowers of finer culture that the years 
have brought and, better than all, there will be trees 
that the settlers spared to sentinel the scene when 
winter comes and flowers sleep. 

Flowers will have their place in Lincoln's mem- 
ory garden, for he said: “I have always plucked a 
thistle and planted a flower where I thought a flow- 
er would grow,’ but the trees will stand more fit- 
tingly for the man who was rugged like a tree. 
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NEW HIGH IN TEACHERS’ OATHS. 

If we must have teachers’ oaths, why not go all 
the way instead of restricting them merely to patri- 
otic sentiments?. That is the thought behind the plan 
of Representative Scott (Dem.) of California to offer 
a parody on teachers’ oaths as an amendment to the 
measure prescribing such pledges for District of 
Columbia teachers. It is an error, however, to call 
the amendment’s text a parody. In reality, it is the 
actual wording used in teachers’ contracts in a small 
North Carolina town. It runs in part as follows: 

I promise to take a vital interest in all phases 
of Sunday school work, donating of my time, ser- 
vice and money without stint, for the benefit and 
uplift of the community. 

I promise to abstain from all dancing, immod- 
est dressing and any other conduct unbecoming a 
teacher and a lady. 

I promise not to go out with any young man, 
except in so far as it may be necessary to stimu- 
late Sunday school work. 

I promise not to fall in love, to become en- 
gaged or secretly married. 

I promise to remain in the dormitory, or on 
the school grounds, when not actively engaged in 
school or church work elsewhere. : 

I promise not to encourage or tolerate the least 
familiarity on the part of any of my boy pupils. 

I promise to sleep at least eight hours each 
night, to eat carefully, to take every precaution 
to keep in the best of health and spirits, in order 
that I may better be able to render efficient ser- 
vice to my pupils. . 

The straitjacket imposed upon these North Caro- 
lina teachers effectively brings out Representative 
Scott’s point as to the absurdity of such oaths. But 
there is some danger in offering it as an amendment. 
A majority in Congress thought it wise to require 
that every District of Columbia teacher, before draw- 
ing a salary check, swear that he or she did not 
“teach or advocate Communism” in the previous 
month. May not the same majority take Mr. Scott 
seriously and find jt wise also to regulate the teach- 


ers affections, religious activities and sleeping hours?

Preparation for Neutrality 


HOUGH it has become clear that the 
T pest thing to do with the neutrality bill 

is to lay it aside and extend the present 
law, the discussion has been useful. It has 
served to clear away a number of illusions 
which tended very seriously to confuse the 
foreign policy of the United States. 

For the bill was the joint product of two 
opposing schools of thought, the one wish- 
ing to keep us out of war by blockading 
America, the other wishing to participate 
in the sanctions of the League of Nations 
under the guise of neutrality. The debate, 
of which the Nye investigation has been a 
part, has made it much clearer than it ever 
was before that neither of these policies will 
stand up under inquiry. 

The policy of the self-imposed blockade, 
otherwise called an embargo, was derived 
from the idea that wars are caused by muni- 
tion makers and bankers and can be pre- 
vented by choking munition makers and 
bankers. Senator Nye plumped for this idea 
some time ago and then started an investi- 
gation,.to prove that he was right. But 
though he uncovered some very discredit- 
able commercial intrigues in the sale of mu- 
nitions to the smaller Powers, his main the- 
sis, that the United States was pushed into 
the World Waf by the bankers and the 
armament industry, is now believed only by 
those who did not follow the evidence.

This is not to say that a great war boom 
is not undesirable. Jt is. It has all the 
dangers of any inflationary boom plus many 
of the demoralizing characteristics of war 
itself. It is not to say that a great trade 
with one belligerent is not a provocation to 
reprisals from the other. But the investiga- 
tion did demonstrate that, whatever the 
causes which led to our participation in the 
war, the decisive causes were neither the 
appetite of bankers and munition makers 
for. profits, nor a conspiracy to save the 


bonds that had been issued to the public or © 


the credits that had been granted to the 
Allies. 

Not one scintilla of evidence was produced 
to show that the bankers exercised any in- 
fluence, or tried to exercise any, upon Pres- 
ident Wilson’s decision to break off diplo- 
matic relations with Germany, or upon his 
decision to ask Congress for a declaration 
of war, or upon the Congress which de- 
clared the war. 

This is a clear gain in the interest of his- 
torical justice to individuals living and dead 
who have been charged with the unspeak- 
able crime of betraying their country for a 
handful of silver. It is also the destruction 
of the perilous illusion that the great con- 
flicts which produce great wars arise from 
the greed of a few individuals. If it were 
only as simple as that, how easy it would be 
to establish peace on earth! It is not nearly 
as simple as that, and it is dangerous for a 
people to think the cure for war is as easy 
as that. ' 

The Nye committee did not, of course suc- 
ceed in determining the cause of our en- 
trance into the World War. It was strange 
that anyone thought it could. Historians 
are still investigating and still disputing 
about the causes of the Revolution and the 
Civil War; how could a Senate committee, 
by rummaging through Mr. Morgan’s files 
and listening to ex-parte evidence, hope to 
determine the causes of our entrance into 


the World War? One would have supposed 
that it would have occurred to Senator Nye, 
or at least to Senator Clark, who has writ- 
ten historical books, that an inspection, how- 
ever casual, of the archives in Berlin would 
be called for by anyone who even pretends 
to expound the history of those days. 

For it is still a’ fact that the United States 
entered the war only when Germany decided 
for unrestricted submarine warfare, and the 
Nye committee might at least have gone 
through the motions of trying to find out 
from German sources, and not merely from 
their own private hypotheses, why Germany 
did the things which the President and Con- 
gress in 1917 believed were grounds for a 
declaration of war. 

- a“ . 

The munitions trade with the Allies may 
have been the cause which provoked Ger- 
many to let loose the submarines. On the 
other hand, as Prof. Seymour argues, it 
may have been the combination of bad har- 
vests and the increased efficiehcy of the 
submarine which caused Germany to take 
the gamble. We do not know, and\the Nye 
committee has thrown no new light, on the 
central question. ’ 

The debunking of this legend about the 
causes of our entrance into the World War 
has cleared away the fog which -enveloped 
the practical conclusion that Mr’Nye was 
deriving from the legend.

danger that, in a war of its own, it might

ican defense; and (6) the adoption of a pol- 

icy of domestic regimentation in. order to 

regulate “normal quotas” which would have 

been administratively so difficult that prob- 

ably it was impossible.

The other policy, which found a timid ex- 
pression in the neutrality bill, the policy of 
using neutrality to support the League by 
one-sided embargoes against the aggressor, 
has also been found out in the course of 
the debates. It has been recognized by an 
increasing number among those of us who 
wish the League well and believe it to be 
the only hope of Europe today and desire 
not to impair its authority or to interfere 
with its actions, that the United States, be- 
cause it igs not a member, is morally de- 
barred and practically unable to act as if it 
were a member. | 

It is immoral to join in the judgment of 
the aggressor when we have had no share 
in or full knowledge of the diplomacy which 
created the situation that ends in the ag- 
gression.

Fauirtive Taxation 


From the Cleveland Press. 


N Ohio recently, Col. Frank Knox touched 

on a theme we are always glad to see ex- 
plored by any presidential candidate of any 
party—invisible taxation. 

The Federal Government’s deficit billions 
of the depression will have to be paid back, 
Col. Knox said, “most of it collected in the 
tax pennies, nickels, dimes and dollars hid- 
den away in the food we eat, the clothes 
we wear, the fuel that brings us warmth~< 
in everything we buy. 

“Every business man, in labeling his own 
product,” Col. Knox suggested, “might put 
on the label the amount «f taxes the con- 
sumer pays when the product is bought. 
... It would make the people tax-conscious 
and would halt definitely wasteful spending 
of their money.” 

Several months ago in these columns, we 
worked out the Federal tax budget of a 
typical middle-class American family whom 
we called the Joneses. And we showed 
that this family, living on an income of $3600 
a year, paid a Federal income tax of: only 
$13.60, but paid hidden Federal taxes ag- 
gregating $49.13. 

Would not the attitude of Joneses toward 
their Government’s spending be entirely dif- 
ferent if they paid their total Federal tax 
bill of $62.73 in one visible, painful assess- 
ment on their income, instead of dribbling 
out the bulk of it in pennies and nickels and 
dimes in hidden taxes on gasoline, motor 
oil and tires, on liquor and cigarettes, etc? 

We hope that Col. Knox continues to stress 
the evils of invisible taxation, and that if he 
is elected President, he does something 
about it. But we are not over-optimistic, 
It will take more courage than any admin- 
istration has yet shown to bring all taxes 
out into the open. 


we must, as a matter of fundamental law 
and justice, take the position that we can- 
not apply to others laws that we do not 
make and laws by which we ourselves are 
not bound. 

It has thus been demonstrated that the 
neutrality bill leads to dangers and evils at 
least as great as those it professes to avert.

line of action that ought to be taken. What 
does the navy do when it prepares for war? 
Does it issue one set of orders good for any 
war anywhere? Obviously not. It makes a 
whole series of war plans, good for all con- 
ceivable emergencies. But it does not adopt 
any one of them until it knows what the 
emergency actually is. 

That is the example to follow now. Offi« 
cials in the State Department, in the Treas- 
ury, in the Department of Commerce, in 
the Federal Reserve Board, together with 
members of the congressional committees 
dealing with foreign affairs, might very well 
constitute themselves a standing council on 
neutral policy. They could study, not in 
public, but in private, where they can really 
study and do not have to make speeches, 
the permutations and combinations that may 
confront the United States. They could pre 
pare the drafts of several different bills. 
They could formulate the direction of pol- 
icy. Thus, instead of the vain effort to leg- 
islate neutrality now, they could prepare to 
administer it if the crisis comes.

They got fewer 
dollars per week, but the pay en- 
velops bought more pork and oth- 
er necessaries. But everybody was 
in distress, and workers didn’t kick 
much at a program that promised 
to raise prices and at the same 
time to raise wages. 

But how was the new adminis- 
tration going to raise prices? It 
didn’t know at first, but about six 
months later it decided: “We will 
debase the value of the dollar by 
fiat (cutting its gold content), by 
credit inflation (making money 
cheap by filling the banks full of 
Government bonds for unrestrained 
spending), and by giving money 
away by billions.”

in which the amount_in dispute ex- 
ceeds $7500, in all cases of felonies, 
those involving title to real estate 
and in numerous other instances. 
It also has original jurisdiction in 
granting or refusing original writs 
such as habeas corpus, m2ndamus, 
quo warranto, certiorari and pro- 
hibition. 

In order to provide enough Judges 
to prevent an accumulation of cases 
such as exists now, the amendment 
would grant broad powers to the 
Supreme Court. It might appoint 
any member of the bar to sit on 
the Circuit, Appellate or Supreme 
benches for such periods as it di- 
rects, the appointed Judge retain- 
ing jurisdiction in all cases sub- 
mitted during the period of his as- 
signment. 

It was explained that this is 
broader application of the present 
practice of naming commissioners 
for Courts of Appeal and the Su- 
preme Court and the appointing of 
special commissioners or referees 
in Circuit Courts. The findings of 
commissioners, however, are subject 
to approval by the Court. 

This point has caused the great- 
est discussion among members of 
the bar who have studied the pro- 
posal, the contention by some being 
that it is an improper delegation 
of power to the Supreme Court, de- 
priving voters of their right to 
-elect judicial) officials. 

The Supreme Court also would 
be empowered to order any case 
pending before a Court of Afpeals 
to be transferred to the Supreme 
Court itself for hearing and deter- 
mination, and to prescribe proced- 
ure for the Supreme Court and 
Courts of Appeal. 


Referendum on Amendment. 


Members of the special commit- 
tee which drafted the proposed 
amendment are Frank H. Sullivan 
and Julius Drucker, both of St.

Authorized for 1934 Phila- 
telist Convention—**Potato | 
Tax” Stamps in Demand. 


HE United States Postoffice De-| 
T partment has announced that) 

the special issue of the 3-cent | 
National Parks stamp authorized | 
for the annual convention of the | 
American Philatelic Society in| 
1934 has been removed from sale 
at the Philatelic Agency. This is) 
the issue which was printed in spe- | 
cial sheets containing six stamps | 
with a margin inscription. There 
was a total of 3,068,346 of these 
special stamps issued by the Post- 
office Department. 


The plate numbers for the new 
16-cent combination special deliv- 
ery airmail postage stamp, which 
was placed on sale Feb. 10, are as 
follows: For the frame of the new 
stamp which is red, the plate num- 
bers will be 21491, 21492, 21493 and 
21494; for the center design, which 
is blue, the plate numbers will be 
21495, 21496, 21497 and 21498. The 
initial order from the Bureau of 


Engraving and Printing are for 
5,000,000 of these stamps. 


The “Potato Tax Stamps,” al- 
though they cannot be classified as 
postage stamps, are being bought 
in large quantities by collectors and 
dealers, because within the next 
few days they will be withdrawn 
from sale, as the Potato Tax law 
has been repealed. They will prob- 
ably be classified as revenue 


stamps, 

This series of stamps can only 
be purchased from the collectors 
of Internal Revenue in the states | 
of Florida, Texas and Louisiana, in | 
which states the potato growers | 
are now harvesting their crops. The | 
denominations of the stamps are) 
as follows: % cent, 1% cents, 2% 
cents, 3% cents, 7% cents, 11% 
cents, 18%. cents, 37% cents, 75 
cents, 93% cents, $1.12% and, $1.50. 
The sales of these stamps have 
been very light and as soon as the 
President signs the Repealing Act 
the supply on hand will be de- 
stroyed.

A MUSIC LOVER. : 


Of course no general suggestion 
will serve for everyone. First of 
all, as you already know, I am sure,. 
your physical condition has much to 
do with it; yet very large brawny 
singers sometimes are nervous. The 
voice must have a perfect founda- 
tion in plenty of rest and sleep; 
without stimulants of any kind, 
and without over exercise, This is 
the physical aspeet of the matter. 

If your method is correct, you do 
not overtax when you breathe and 
your breathing must be so regular 
and trained that you are nearly un- 
conscious of it. Excitement and 
panic before an audience will make 
one short of breath and upset the 
regularity and steadiness of the 
breath-stream.

tered studio in the Century Building and 
discussed life, art, beauty contests, busi- 
ness and cooking. The occasion was his 


announcement of the other day that he 
intended to shake the snows of the Mid- 
dle West from his shoes and move to New 
York, where he hopes he will be able to 
pursue his artistic career with more suc- 
cess. 

“T would rather shovel coal,” he said, 
“than drag people into my studio by high- 
pressure methods. To have a bunch of 
girls in my studio hanging on ‘phones— 
that is something I cannot do.” 

Kajiwara has no quarrel with the peo- 
ple of St. Louis. It is only that he cannot 
bring himself to use super-salesmanship 
methods in his business. If you call up 
or wander into his studio, he will gladly 
photograph or paint you, but solicitation 
of an order is beyond Kajiwara. He'd 
rather shovel coal. 

Besides getting yourself photographed 
or painted, you get a lot else for your 
money when you visit the Japanese artist. 
He is generous with his ideas—and he has 
ideas on any subject you care to mention. 
He can even tell you how not to be lone- 
some, even though a bachelor, and not 
too young a one at that. 

“Most of my 31 years in St. Louis have 


been spent in a hotel, but I have not 


been lonesome,” Kajiwara prefaced his 
explanation. “All day long in my work 
I have experiences, I meet people, I talk 
to them, and then, like a cow, I go home 
at night and chew my cud. Of course, 
it is a mental cud and it brings mental 
nourishment, fust as a cow‘s cud fur- 
nishes bodily nourishment.

Kajiwara Discusses His Years in the City He Is

“And I have lived at a hotel ever since,” 
laughed Kajiwara, showing a generous 
mouthful of white teeth—his own, by the 
way.

‘(ORN in the city of Fukuoka, in the 
B, soutnern part of one of the islands 

that make up the Japanese archipel- 
ago, Kajiwara’s early years in the Orient 
show no influence in his taste in food or 
dress. His favorite dish is pigs’ feet 
and sauerkraut. He is also rather fond 
of tripe. 

“Let's say I like unusual dishes,” he 
said. “‘If you would try it on a dog, you 
may try it on me,’ I say to a hostess. ‘See, 
I wag my tail, ready to taste it.’” Kaji- 
wara also likes second helpings and 
cheese. He prefers a pipe to any other 
smoke, but that is an acquired taste. He 
once puffed only 25-cent cigars, but finan- 
cial reverses have taught him that there's 
quite a bit of pleasure in a two-for-a- 
nickel stogie. ! 

Time was when Kajiwara went in for 
Prince Alberts and silk hats, too. That 
was when business was good. Now he is 
neat but not a dandy. As he sat puffing 
on his long-stemmed pipe, he admitted 
that perhaps he had got a bit lazy about 
his dress in addition to having to adjust 
himself to a lean purse. His shoes were 


well shined, his spats spotless, his flan- 
nel pants pressed and his tweed vest well 
cut, but his black brocaded necktie was 
a trifle worn. From a pocket in his vel- 
veteen jacket with the silk lapels, he ex- 
tracted a pair of nose pincers. 

“It used to be that I never wore any 
other kind,” he sighed, adjusting his pince 
nez. “But they fall off and it is expensive 
to replace them. Now I wear these.” 
And he put on a pair of horn-rimmed 
spectacles, the kind that hook behind the 
ears. 


When the now celebrated artist was 
new in his work, he wore his hair long 
and had an enormous handlebar mus- 
tache.

E were talking of beauty in women.

broiled in that ancient discussion of 
whether gentiemen prefer blondes. He 
thinks arguing that is as silly as holding 
beauty contests or baby contests. He re- 
fuses as steadfastly to judge a baby con- 
test as he refuses to make a business out 
of art. 

“To put babies up for judging, ugh,” 
he scorned. “It is like judging pigs or 
prize cows.” 

“Beauty contests make me sick,” Kaji- 
wara punctuated the sentence by stab- 
bing the air with the stem of his pipe. 
“A university once asked me to judge a 
beauty contest. Somebody is always ask- 
ing me to judge a beauty contest. I told 
the man from the university that I would 
not, could not. In the first place, the idea 
of a university holding a beauty contest is 
inconsistent with the idea of education. 
A girl goes to university to develop her 
brain. What, then, is the place of a 
beauty contest in a university? In the 
second place, the idea is, to my mind, 
barbaric. It is like the old days when 
slaves were lined up. The most beauvu- 
tiful brought the highest prices. And 
in the third place, no one can judge 
beauty by simply looking at a woman. 
I have known women who, to leok at 
were homely, but some beautiful quality 
within them soon made you forget your 
first impression and later you remem- 
bered them as beautiful.

HEALTH

E have known for several 
W gears. now that the cause of 
‘the common cold. ‘is, .in all 
robability, what is known as a “fil- 
terable virus,” but ‘only recently 
have we had au- 
thoritative 
scientific -assur- 
ance that that 
virus has been 
actually isolated 
and grown in cul- 
ture. 
Filterable virus- 
es are a group of 
pathogenic agents 
so small, or of 
such nature, that 
they cannot be 
seen under the 
‘microscope. They 

_e are dubbed “fil- 

+g terable” because 

Dr. Clendening they pass through 
filters which catch all 
other germs which we can see un- 
der. the microscope. Again, unlike 
other germs, they cannot be grown 
upon ordinary media made up of 
material which is nutritious but 
dead, but have to be grown upon 
living tissue culture. 

The culture most frequently used 
is the embryonal tissues of unborn 
animals. It is upon such culture 
that the virus of the common cold 
has been grown. With this culture 
colds have been produced in vol- 
unteers so that we are as certain 
as conformity to scientific stand- 
ards can make us, that the actual 
virus has been cultivated. It is to 
be hoped that with this virus we 
will be able to solve a great many 
of the problems of immunity in the 
common cold, and also to produce a 
vaccine against it. 

Up to the present, however, these 
discoveries have created more prob- 
lems than they have solved in the 
actual epidemiology of colds. If it 
be true, for instance, that the virus 
grows only in the presence of living 
animal tissue, how does it survive 
during the seasonal period in the 
summer when colds are reduced al- 
most to a minimum? If it depends 
entirely upon human carriers for its 
spread, which is the logical con- 
clusion from the researches, why 
do not these human carriers spread 
the disease in the summer as well 
as in the winter. 

Colds must have something to do 
with low temperature and exposure, 
and yet there are a number of puz- 
gzling and unsolved questions 
which hang about this conclusion. 
Office workers, for instance, are 
nine times as apt to have colds as 
such exposed people as taxi drivers. 
Perhaps those with outdoor occu- 
_pations become hardened and ac- 
quire immunity to colds through 
repeated exposure. This might ac- 

count for those who report that 

walking around in the snow in a 
bathing suit, and taking a dip in 
an ice-covered lake or river, will 
keep them coldless all winter. 

The nearest to a set of scientific 
statistics that we have on the sub- 
ject is from Dr. Dean F. Smiley of 
Cornell, who has been watching 
undergraduates for many years and 
has reduced colds 42 per cent; his 
conclusion was that the students 
who wore little underwear and took 
little exercise had the fewest colds. 
Woolen underwear and a great deal 
of exercise work in the opposite 
way. 

In fact, for those who have a 
certain special way of preventing 
colds, Dr. Smiley’s general conclu- 

\ sion may be interesting: No major 
factor has been found as a preven- 
tive in colds. |
